The rebels 
opened fire on our troops but their 
fire was silenced fifteen minutes 
later, the enemy retlnug in bad or- 
der and the Amenoans advancing 
along the rough roads around No- 
vftliches.

annoyed by the fire of the rebel 
sharpshooters from the jungle for 
two hours. 


At 2 o'clock in the afternoon the 


rebels were in full fight, leaving 
many dead on the field and our 
troops were compelled to take a 
brief rest in the shade, as the heat 
was overpowering, 


A STORV DENIED. 


Did Not UlicuSB a Conspiracy in Cabinet 


Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22 — 


A cabinet officer is authority for 
an absolute denial of the story that 
the cabinet yesterday discussed an 
alleged conspiracy in this country 
to weaken the United States in the 
Philippines. 


Secretary Long, in answer to a 


direct inquiry, said the statement 
was erroneous that the cabinet had 
been charging any parson or set of 
persons m the United States with 
treason. That was as far as he 
oared to make a statement. 


Inquiry develops that the prob- 


able basis for the story is some ex 
changes of opinions that have been 
taking plnc3 not only among cabi- 
net officers but among the close 
iriends of the administration ever 
since the submission of the peace 
treaty to the senate for its action, 
to the general effect that the delays 
that were being interposed to speedy 
action upon the treaty was harm- 
ful. 


It was said that great encourage- 


ment had been given to Aguinaldo 
by the attitude of the opponents of 
the president's policy among Amer- 
ican public men. Since the conclu- 
sion of the peace negotiations and 
the exchange of ratifications there 
have alao been some expressions on 
the part of adherents of the presi- 
dent's policy as to the ill-effect upon 
the public and the soldiers not 
actually at the front and of fre- 
quent publication of letters from 
dissatisfied volunteers in the Philip- 
pines. 


It may be said that the expres- 


sions were rather in the nature of 
regrets than of complaints, but as 
summed up by a cabinet officar 
there has been no disposition to 
attach personal blame to individo- 


WASHINTOH, April 22—The Ger- 


man ambassador, Dr. Von Hille- 
ben, called in Secretary Hay today, 
which led to reports that attention 
of the state department had been 
called to the remarks of Captain 
Coghlan, of the cruiser Raleigh, at 
a New York banquentlast night, re- 
lating his personal observations of 
a rebuke and threat administered 
by Admiral Dewey to tho German 
naval commanders at Manila. 


It was stated positively, however, 


that no protest or representations 
were made, as it is understood to be 
the view in German quarters that 
this is a matter which the authori- 
ses here should be left to take the 
initiative. At the same time it is 
known that Captain Coghlan's re- 
marks cause considerable displeas 
ure in high diplomatic and naval 
quarters, mainly because they are 
contrary to the policy which the 
two governments have adopted of 
giving as little public expression as 
possible to the friction which may 
have occurred at Manila.. 


In naval quarters there is a dis- 


position to regard Captain Cogh- 
lan's statements as giving some 
rather ugly truths, 
which have 


heretofore been glossed over on 
grounds of public policy. 


The responsible naval 
officials 


have, however, shared the policy of 
minimizing the frictions at Manila, 
but in the present case, owing to 
Captain Coghlan's splendid services, 
they are not disposed to be captious 
in their criticism of his utterances

FUANOISCO, April 22.—The 


steamer City of Para, from Central 
American ports, brings details of 
an ocean tragedy. While the vessel 
was at Corinto an open boat con- 
taining the remains of nine men 
who perished months ago drifted 
ashore there. The bodies were hor- 
ribly emaciated and the manner in 
which their limbs were contorted 
showed that they mast have died in 
terrible agony. 


Not a drop of water and not a 


particle of food was in the boat.

went out to the mail company's 
steamer lying in the offing at EL Tri- 
umfo. They boarded the mail boat 
and stayed until signs of an ap- 
proaching storm warned them to re- 
turn. 


The gale came up quickly and 


overtook the boat soon after it got 
away from the steamer. 
It was 


never seen again until it floated into 
Corinto harbor.

John Archer, one of the oldest 


and best known citizens of Allen 
county, died at 9 o'clock last even- 
iog, at the private hospital of Dr. 
Luella Derbyshire, where he had 
been for some time taking treat- 
ment. Mr. Archer's illness has ex- 
tended over several months, and his 
demise was due to Btight'ct disease. 


Mr. Archer wa.s born iu Mont- 


gomery county, Ohio, September 25, 
1822, 
and came with his parents to 


Allen county in 1825. He was one 
of the early settlers of Washington 
township. His father, David Archer, 
was quite prominent in early county 
affairs, and was elected county com- 
missioner in 1834. In the fall of 
1844 John Archer settled upon the 
Washington township farm of 240 
acres, which has since been his 
home. 
His early schooling was 


limited owing to the-slender educa- 
tional opportunities of the time, but 
drew from the stern curriculum of 
life a knowledge of affairs which 
served 
him well through later 


years. For nearly six years he was 
one of the board of trustees of 
Washington township, and for six- 
teen years was trustee under the 
present law, his last term expiring 
in 1886 ; he also served four years 
as assessor. He was a man of in- 
domitable energy and lofty char- 
acter, who won many friends and 
retained them. He was a member 
of the M. E. ohuroh and of the 
Masonic fraternity. 


Mr. Archer was united iu mar- 


riage October 4, 1849, to Mftry Poin- 
sett, whose death occurred about 
one year ago. There are four living 
children, Mrs. Holiday, 
of Hurd 


street; Winfield Archer, who now 
resides in Nebraska, and Andrew 
and Oliver, who live on the farm in 
Washington township.

I'.til if he go bravely on, the 


Holy Spirit soon will teach him the dis- 
tinction between all sin and what is 
/ g h t in i I self. We do not always per- 
ceive that it is conscience which is ap- 
pealing to us. But conscience exists 
1:0 m a t t e r how weak and unenlightened 
it may be, in everybody. 


The important, thing is 1o obey it. I 


is (loil's \oiec within our hearts, as wi 
come in time to understand. Jf is to bt 
obeyed, as soon as we arc clear aboir 
\\liat it commands, promptly and thor 
oughly, leaving possible consequence: 
to be overruled by God, and, as far a. 
possible, in the spirit of aiYcctioii. 
last is not always easy to be manifest- 
ed. 
Often we feel disappointed and 


hurt because conscience points in some 
particular direction. We may see (liny 
clearly while we remain far from satis- 
lied to do it. 
None the less wo must- 


obey. 
There is no alternative except 


rebellion. 
And experience, 
always 


teaches, sooner or later, that God's way, 
the way which conscience indicated, 
was the, way in which our highest hap- 
piness lay. 
But, even if this were not 


true, tlio fact would make no difference. 
It is not tho primary object of life to 
be happy, but to do our duty. 


One piix/.lin-g fact needs comment, the 


fact that sincere persons, equally earn- 
est in obeying conscience, do not al- 
ways- reach similar conclusions. For 
instance, most ot us think it right to 
sing hymns in worship. But a certain 
body of devout Christians think 
it 


wrong, and sing only I'sa-lins. Such a 
difference is due to the uiilikeness in 
birth, temperament, education or cir- 
cumstance which chnractcri/.e human, 
li fe. But where mutual toleration and 
alTcctioii exist, it is of little 
conse- 


quence that we do not all sec everything 
eyetoeyc. They who obey God, through 
conscience, steadfastly draw constant- 
ly closer to one another and to Him. 


To enlighten the conscience of course 


is one of our duties. Thus only can nar- 
rowness and bigotry be escaped. But 
obedience to conscience, it lime enough 
be allowed, corrects all evils and shapes-: 
conviction and conduct alter the pat- 
tern which Jesus set.—Congregation- 
alist.

A YOW OF JEPHTHAH 


It Is Cited as a Warning Against 


Parental Heedlessness.

(Copyright, 1899.) Washington, April 16. 
In his sermon to-day Dr. Talmage 


lod«*cs a protest against, the parental 
hcodlessness and 
worldly ambition 


which are threatening the sacrifice of 
many American children; text,,Judges 
11:^0: "My father, if thou has opened 
thy mouth' unto the Lord, do to me ac- 
cording to that which hath proceeded 
cut of thy month." 


.lephthah was a freebooter. Karly 


turned out from a home where he ought 
to have been cared for, he consorted 
with rough men and went forth to earn 
hi* living as best he could. In those 
times it was considered^ right for a man 
to go out on independent military ex- 
peditions. Jephthah was a good man 
according to the light of his dark age, 
but through a wandering and a preda- 
tory life he became reckless and precipi- 
tate. The grace of Cod changes a man's 
heart, but never reverses his natiiral 
temperament. 
The Israelites wanted 


the Ammonites driven out 
of their 


country, so they sent » delegation to 
.lephthah, asking him to become coin- 
mander-in-chief of all the forces. He 
might have said, ''You drove me out 
when you had no use for me, and now 
you are in trouble you want me back," 
but he did not say that. He takes com- 
mand of the army, sends messengers to 
the Ammonites to tell them to vacate 
the country, and, getting no favorable 
response, marshals his troops for battle. 


Uefore going out to war .lephthah 


makes ii very solemn vow that if the 
Lord will give him the victory then, 
on his return home, whatsoever first 
monies out of his doorway he will offer 
in sacrifice as a burnt offering. The 
battle opens. It was no skirmishing 
on the edges of dangers, no unlimber- 
ing of batteries two miles away, but 
the hurling of men on the point of 
swords and spears until the ground 
could no more drink the blood and the 
horses reared to leap over the pile of 
bodies of the slain. In those old times 
opposing forces" would fight until their 
swords were broken and then each onf 
would throttle his man until they both 
fell, teeth to teeth, grip to grip, death 
stare to death stare, until the plain was 
one tumbled mass ot corpses from 
which the last trace of manhood had 
been dashed out. 


.Jephthah wins 
the 
day. Twenty- 


cities lay captured at his feet. Sound 
(lie victory all through the mountains 
of Cilcad. Let the trumpeters call up 
the survh ors. Homeward to your wives 
!iml children. Homeward with your 
glittering treasures. Homeward to have 
the applause of an admiring nation. 
Build triumphal arches. 
Swing out 


flags all over Mi/.puh. Open all your 
doors to receive the captured treasures. 
Through every hall spread the banquet. 
Tile up the viands. Fill high the tank- 
nrds. The nation is redeemed, the in- 
vaders are routed and the national hon- 
or is vindicated. 


Hu/./.aifor Jephthah, the conqueror! 


Jephthah, seated on a prancing steed, 
advances amid the acclaiming multi- 
tudes, but his eye is not on the excited 
populace. 
Remembering that he had 


made a solemn vow that, returning 
from victorious battle, whatsoever first 
came out of the doorway of his home 
that should be sacrificed as a burnt 
offering, he has his anxious look upon 
1 he door. I wonder what spotless lamb, 
what brace of doves, will be thrown 
upon the tires of the burnt offering! 


Oh, horrors! 
I'uleness of death 


blanches his cheek. Despair sei/es his 
heart. 
His daughter, his only child, 


rtishcsout the doorway to throw herself 
in her father's arms and shower upon 
him more kisses 
than 
there 
were 


wounds on his breast or dents on his 
shield. All the triumphal splendor van- 
ishes. Holding back this child from his 
heaving breast and pushing the locks 
back from the fair brow and looking 
into the eyes ol inextinguishable af- 
fection, with choked utterance he says: 
"Would to God I lay stark on the bloody 
plain! 
My daughter, my only child, 


joy of my honie, life of my life, thou are 
the sacrifice!" 


The whole matter was explained to 


her. 
This was no whining hollow- 


hearted girl into whose eyes the father 
looked. 
All the glory of sword and 


shield vanished in the presence of the 
valor of that girl. There may have been 
a tremor of the lip, as n rose leaf trem- 
bles in the sough of the south wind; 
there may have been the starling of a 
tear like a raindrop shaken from the 
iinther of a water lily. IJul with a self- 
Micriftce that man may not reach and 
only woman's heart can compass she- 
surrenders herself to fire and to death. 


y She cries out in the words of my text, 


"My father, if thou hast opened thy 
mouth unto the Lord, do unto me what- 
soever 
hath 
proceeded 
from 
thy 


mouth." 


She bows to the knife, and the blood, 


j. 
which so often at the father's voice had 
rushed to the crimson cheek, smokes in 
the lires of the burnt offering. Ko one 
can tell us her name. There is no need 
that we know her name. The garlands 
that Mi/pah twisted for Jephthah the 
warrior have gone into the dust, but 
all ages are twisting this girl's chaplct. 
It, is well that her name came.not to 
TIS, for no one can wear it. They may 
take the name of Deborah or Abigail or 
Miriam, but no one in all the ages shall 
have the title of this daughter of sacri- 
fice. 


Of course this offering was not pleas- 


Ing to the Lord, especially as a pro- 
vision was made in the law for such a 
contingency, and Jephthah might have 
redeemed his daughter by the payment 
of 30 sheckles of silver. But before you 
hurl your denunciations at Jephthah's 
cruelty remember that in olden times, 
when vows were made, men thought 
they must execute them, perform them, 
whether they were wicked or good. 
There'were two wrong things about 
Jephthah's vow. First, he ought never 
to have made it. JJext, having made it, 
it were better broken than kept. But 
do not take on pretentipu* airs and My: 


"J could not have done as Jcphlh'alt 
did." 
H in former days you had been 


standing on tho banks of the Ganges 
and yon had been born in India, you 
might have thrown your children to 
the crocodiles. It is not because we are 
naturally any better, but because we 
have more Gospel light. 


Xow 1 make very practical use of 


thin question when J tell you that the 
sacrifice of Jephthah's daughter was a 
type of tho physical, mental and spirit- 
ual sacrifice of 10,000 children in this 
day. There are parents all unwitting- 
ly'bringing to bear upon their children 
a class of influences which will as cer- 
tainly ruin them as knife and torch de- 
stroyed Jephthah's daughter. 
While I 


speak, the whole nation, without emo- 
tion and without shame, looks upon the 
stupendous sacrifice. 


In the first place, 1 remark that much 


of the system of education in our day 


is a system of sacrifice. When children 
spend six or seven hours in school and 
then must spend two or three hours in 
preparation for school the next day, 
will you tell me how much time they 
will have for sunshine and fresh air 
and the obtaining of that exuberance 
which is necessary for the duties of 
coming life'.' 
Xo one can feel more 


thankful than I do for the advancement 
of common school education. 
The 


printing of books appropriate for 
schools, the multiplication of philo- 
sophical apparatus, the establishment 
of normal schools, which provide for 
our children teachers of largest caliber, 
are themes ou which every philanthro- 
pist ought to be congratulated. But 
this herding of great multitudes of 
children in ill-ventilated 'schoolrooms 
and poorly equipped halls of instruction 
is making many of the places of knowl- 
edge in this country a huge holocaust. 
Polities in many of the cities gets into 
educational affairs and while the two 
political parties are scrabbling for the 
honors Jephthah's daughter perishes. 
Jt is so much so that there are many 
schools in the country to-day which are 
preparing tens of thousands of invalid 
men and women for the future; so that, 
in many places, by the time the child's 
education is finished the child is fin- 
ished! ]n many places, in many cities 
of the country, there are large appro- 
priations for everything else and cheer- 
ful appropriations, but as soon as the 
appropriation is to be made for the edu- 
cational or moral interests of the city 
we. are struck through with an economy 
that is well-nigh the death of us. 


In connection with this I mention 


what 1 might call the cramming system 
of the common schools and many of the 
academies; children of delicate brain 
compelled to tasks that might appall a 
mature intellect; children going down 
to school with a strap of books half as 
high as themselves. The fact is, in some 
of the cities parents do not allow their 
children to graduate for the. simple 
reason, they say: "We cannot afford to 
allow our children's health to be de- 
stroyed in order that they may gather 
the honors of an institution.'' Tens of 
thousands of children educated into im- 
becility, so that connected with many 
Kueh literary establishment sthereought, 
to be asylums for the wrecked. It is 
push and crowd and cram and stuff 
and jam Until the child's intellect is be- 
wildered and the memory is ruined and 
the health is gone. Therb are children 
who once were, full of romping and 
laughter and had cheeks crimson with 
health who are now turned out in the 
afternoon pale faced, irritated, asth- 
matic, old before their time. It is one 
of thr saddest sights on earth, an old 
mannish boy or an old womanish girl. 
Girls ten years of agostudyingalgebra! 
l?ovs 12 y ears of age racking t heir brain 
over trigonometry! 
Children unac- 


quainted w i t h their mot her tongue cry- 
ing over th»'ir Latin, French and Ger- 
man lessons! All the vivacity of their 
nature beaten out of them by the heavy- 
beetle of a Greek lexicon! And y on doc- 
tor them for this, and vou give them a 
little medicine tor that, and you won- 
der what is the matter of them. I will 
toll you what is th.e matter of them. 
They are lin'mhing flie'ir education! 


lii my parish in Philadelphia a l i t t l e 


child was MI pushed at school that she 
wiih t h r o w n into a fever, and in her 
dying delirium, all night long, she was 
ti-vil'g to recite the multiplication ta- 
ble. In my boyhood I remember that in 
•ur class at school there was one lad 
who knew more than'all of us put to- 
gether.* If we were fast in our arith- 
metic, he extricated us. When westood 
up for the spelling class, he was almost 
always the head of the class. Visitors 
came-to his father's house, and he was 
always brought in as a prodigy. At IS 
years of age he was an idiot. He lived 
leu years an idiot and died an idiot, 
not knowing his right, hand from his 
left or day from night. The parents and 
the teachers made him an idiot. 


You uiiiv flutter your pride by forcing 


your child to know more than any other 
children, but you are making a sacri- 
fice of that child if by the additions to 
its intelligence you are making i. nib- 
traction from its future. The child will 
go uway from such maltreatment, with 
PO exuberance to fight the battle of 
life. Such children may get along very 
well whila you take care, of them, but, 
when you are old or dead, alas for 
them if through the wrong system of 
education which you adopted they 
have no swarthincss or force of charac- 
ter to takeeareof themselves! Beeare- 
lul how you make IMP child's head nche 
or its heart flutter. 1 hear a great deal 
about black man's rights, and China- 
man's rights, and Indian's rights, and 
woman's rights. 
Would to God that 


somebody would rise to plead for chil- 
dren's rights! 
The Carthagians used 


to sacrifice their children by putting 
them into the, arms of nn idol which 
thrust forth its hand. The child was 
put into the arms of the idol, and no 
sooner touched thearnisthan it, dropped 
into the fire. But it was the art of the 
mothers to keep the children smiling 
nnd laughing until the moment they 
died. There may be a fascination and 
a hilarity about the styles of education 
of which' I nm speaking, but, it is only 
laughter at the moment of sacrifice. 
Would to God there were only one 
Jephthah's daughter! 


Again, there are. many parents who 


are sacrificing their children with 
wrong system of discipline—too great 
rigor or too great leniency. There are 
children in families who rule the house- 
hold. The high chair in which the iu- 
fittt nits i* the throne, and the r«tUe i» 


the scepter, ana tne utnw ciutaren I 
make up the parliament where father 
and mother have no vote! Sneh chil- 
dren come up to be miscreants. There 
is no chance in this world for a child 
that has never learned to mind. Such 
people beconi" the botheration of the 
church of God and the pest of the world. 
Children that do not learn to obey hu- 
man authority, are unwilling to learn 
to obey divine authority. Children will 
not respect parents whose authority 
they do not respect. 
Who are these 


yon'ng men that swagger through th« 
street with their thumbs in their vest 
talking about their father as "the old 
man," "the governor," "the 
squire," 


"the old chap;" or their mother as "the 
old woman?" They are those who in 
youth, in childhood, never learned to 
respect authority. Kli, having heard 
that his sous had died in their wicked- 
ness, fell over backward and broke his 
neck and died. Well he might! What 
is life to a father whose sons arc de- 
bauched'.' 
The dust of the valley is 


pleasant to his taste, a ml the driving 
rains that drip through the roof of the 
scpuleher are sweeter than the wines of 
Helbon. 


There must be harmony between the 


father's government and the mother's 
government. The father will be tempt- 
ed to too great rigor. The mother w i l l 
be tempted to loo great, leniency. Her 
tenderness will overcome her. Her voice 
is a little solter; her hand seems better 
fitted to pull out a thorn and soothe a 
pang. Children wanting anything from 
the mother cry for it. They hope t< 
dissolve her w i t h tear?. 15ut the mother 
must not interfere, must not coax olT. 
must not beg for the child when the 
hour comes for I he assertion of parental 
supremacy and 'the 
subjugation of 


a child's 'temper. There comes in the 


history ol every child an hour when it 
is tested whether the parents shall rule 
or the child shall rule. That is the 
crucial hour. If the child triumphs in 
that hour, then he will some day make 
you crouch. It is a horrible scene—I 
have witnessed it—a mot her come took! 
age. t-liivering with teiror in the pres- 
ence of a son who cursed her gray hairs 
and mocked her wrinkled face and be- 
grudged her the crust she munched 
'with her toothless gums'. 


How sharper than a serpent's tooth it 1» 
To have a thankless child! 
But, 
on the other hand, too great 


rigor must be avoided. It is a sad thing 
when domestic government 
becomes 


eold military despotism. T'rappers on 
the prairie tight tire with tire, but you 
cannot successfully fight your child's 
bad temper vvith your own bad temper. 
Wo must not be too minute in our in- 
spection. We cannot expect our children 
fo be perfect. We must, not see every- 
thing. Since we have two or three faults 
of our own,we ought not to be too rough 
when we discover that our children 
have as many. 
1C tradition be true, 


when we were children we were not all 
little Samuels, and our parents were 
not fearful lest they could not raise us 
becauseof our premature goodness. You 
cannot scold or pound your children in- 
to nobility of character. The bloom of 
u child's heart can never be seen under 
a eold drix/le. Above all. fretting and 
nnd scolding in the household. Better 
than ten years of fretting at your chil- 
dren is one good, round, old-fashioned 
application of the slipper! That minis- 
ter., of the gospel of whom we read in 
the -newspapers that he whipped his 
child to death because he would not say 
his prayers will never come to canon- 
ization. The arithmetics cannot calcu- 
late how many thousands of children 
have 
been 
ruined 
forever 
either 


through too great rigor or too great len- 
iency. The heavens and the earth arc 
filled with the groan of the sacrificed. 
in this important matter, seek Divine 
direction, 0 father, O mother! 


Someone asked the mother of Lord 


Chief .lustice Munslield if she was not 
proud to have three such eininenj sons, 
and all of I hem so good. ''Xo,'1 .she 
said; "it is nothing to be proud of, but 
something for which to be very grate- 


ful." 


Again, there are many who are sac- 


rificing their children to a spirit of 
worldl'mess. Some one asked a mother 
whose, children hud turned out very- 
well what was the secret by which she 
prepared 
I hem for usefulness and for 


the Christian life, and she said: "This 
was the secret: When in the morning 
1 washed my children, 1 prayed that 
they might be washed in the fountain 
of a Saviour's mercy. When 1 put on 
their garments, 1 prayed that they 
might be arrayed in the robe of a Sav- 
iour's righteousness. When I gave them 
food, 1 prayed that they might be fed 
with manna from Heaven. 
When I 


started them on the road to school. I 
prayed thi'l their path might be as the 
shining light, brighter and brighter to 
the perfect day. When 1 put them to 
sleep, I prayed that they might be en- 
folded in the Saviour's arms." "Oh," 
vou say, "that was very old-fashioned!" 
It was quite old-fashioned. But do you 
suppose that a child under such nurture 
as that ever turned out bad? 


In our day most boys start out with 


no idea higher than the all encompass- 
ing dollar. They start in an age which 
boasts it can scratch the Lord's Prayer 
on a ten-cent piece and the Ten Com- 
mandments on a ten-cent piece. Chil- 
dren are taught to reduce morals and 
religion, time and eternity, to vulgar 
fractions. It seems to be their chief at- 
tainment that ten cents make a dime 
and ten dimes make, a dollar. How to 
get. money is only equaled by the other 
art—how to keep it. Tell me, ye who 
know, what chance, there is for those 
who start out in life with such per- 
verted sentiments! The money market 
resounds again and again with the 
downfall of such people. If I had a, 
drop of blood ou the tip of a pen. J 
would tell you by what awful tragedy 
many of the youth of this country arc 
ruined. 


Further ou, thousands and tens of 


thousands of the daughters of America 
are sacrificed to worldlincss. They are 
taught to be in sympathy with all the 
artificialities of society. They are in- 
ducted into all the hollow-ness of what 
is called fashionable life. 
They are 


taught to believe that history is dry, 
but that 50 cent stories of adventurous 
love are delicious. With capacity that 
might have rivaled a Florence .Night- 
ingale in heavenly ministries or made 
the father's house glad with ftP.dl and 
sisterly demeanor, their life is a waste, 
their beauty a curse, their eternity a 


In tlie' siege of Charleston, during 


our civil war, a lieutenant of the army 
stood on the floor beside",the daughter 
of the ex-governor of the state of South 
Carolina. They were taking the vows 
of marriage. A bombshell struck the 
roof, dropped into the group, and nine 
were wounded and slain, among the 
wounded to death the bride. While the j 
bridegroom knelt on the carpet trying ' 
to stanch the wounds the bride do- | 
mauded that the ceremony be com- ' 
pleted, that she might take the vows 
before her departure, arid when the 
minister said: "Wilt thou be faithful 
unto death?" with her dying lips she 
said, "1 will," and in tvvo hours she had 
departed. That was the slaughter and 
the sacrifice of the body, but at thou- 
sands of marriage altars there are 
daughters slain for time and slain for 
eternity.
